Applicants arguments regarding the ability of the claimed polypeptide to inhibit 
vascular endothelial growth factor stimulated proliferation of endothelial cell growth are 
persuasive. Applicant asserts that the assay which demonstrates this activity is 
disclosed in PCT/US98/19330, which has a filing date of 9/16/1998. Applicant has 
claimed benefit to this PCT application in the amendment filed 09 March 2004. 
Therefore, the rejections of record have been overcome by Applicant's argument. 
Claims 39-45 are allowed.
